DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

In regard to claim 4, the figures fail to show a piston crown parallel to the top surface of 
the cylinder block. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Upon further review of the art, the indicated allowability of claims 6, 1 1, and 12 is being 
withdrawn and a new rejection follows. Delay in this rejection is regretted. 

Claims 4, 6, 1 1, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
JP63-143332 in view of Froumajou. 

Jp'332 shows (figure 1) a narrow angle V-type engine 1 comprising piston crowns parallel to the 
top surface of the cylinder block, the outer piston skirt portions being longer than the inner skirt 
portions, a camshaft 21b operating the valves in the center of the engine, and a crankpins in a 
co-planar arrangement as seen in figure 4, and the exhaust passages 15 being on one side of 
the engine and the intake passages 14 on the opposite as seen in figure 5. The angle of the V, 
theta is unknown. Froumajou teaches that a narrow V-type engine can have an angle from 5-20 
degrees depending on the desired amount of compactness; therefore, to do likewise in JP'332 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
